Both legs practically amputated 
when he was knocked down by 
freight car being switched on a 
side track at Guasti station, to 


the east of Ontario early yester- 
day, Albert “B. Boronda, age 40, 
special officer. for the ‘Southern 
Pacific Company, died just as he 
reached the San Antonio hospital, 
where he was rushed following 
the accident. 

Mr. Borenda was assigned to 
special duty on freights between 
this city and Colton a few weeks 
ago, after 9 box car was robbed 
of a large quantity of merchan- 
dise while in transit between the 
two cities recently. 

According to reports of yester- 
day’s tragedy, the officer had 
ejected some hoboes from an east- 
bound train, on which he had come 
from Ontario, had gotten off and 
was standing on a side track 
when struck by the switching 
ear, whose approach for some un- 
explained reason, he eviderttly 
failed to notice. His right leg 
was cut off completely just below 
the knee and the left leg was 
almost severed just above the 
knee, 

Although he was rushed with 
_all speed to the hospital, he died 
from loss of blood and shock just 
as he reached the institution.

HE politicians have not yet ceased to 
wonder how it came about that they 
missed all the good bets on the nomina- 

tion for governor. It was not on their

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Children’s Savings 
HERE is no virtue the preaching of 
‘| which i§ so easy as the virtue of thrift. 
It would be hard to find a man of 
fifty years, rich or poor, who cannot 


give sound advice—to younger men—on the 


necessity of saving some money out of all 
that is earned, and who eannot color that 
advice with striking examples of opportunities 
missed because money had not been saved. 


_ So few people have the saving habit that it is 


evident that it is something which must be 
taught—it does not come by nature. 

For that reason there is no measuring the 
value of the five and a half million dollars 
saved by school children during the last school 
It will have a value in coming years 
far beyond the actual money. 

Compilations made by the American Bankers’ 
Association show that the savings of school 
children throughout the country are increasing 
in gross totals. The amount during last school 
year was 40 per cent in excess of the figure 
for the preceding year. 

The chief purpose of this system—from the 
standpoint of the school authorities and the 
pupils—is to develop in the children habits 
of saving. Such habits, practiced while they 
are very yourg, are almost certain to persist 
throughout their lives. No one can question 
the importance of such habits.

Scrapping Suspended 


ECRETARY DENBY announced recently 
that there would for the present be no 

further scrapping of battleships or other 

naval armament. As there had been no 
scrapping that amounts to anything, it can 
hardly be said that there will, as the result of 
the announcement, be any change of policy. 
All powers, including the United States have 
been holding on to their really effective 
vessels, only ships that were practically ob- 
solete having been dismantled. Even certain 
old ships—that is, old by the navy standards, 
ships that are far from being up-to-date, such 
as the Connecticut and Vermont—are being 
retained, while work on two of the most 
powerful ships in the navy is being rushed. 
Thus far then there has been little or no result 
from the conference of last winter. The 
American policy, as announced, is also the 
policy of the other powers. 

Several reasons are assigned for the decision 
of the Secretary of the Navy. It is feared 
that, in view of the eritical situation in the, 
Near East, Great Britain may find it neces- 
sary to withdraw, for a time, at least, from the 
conference naval agreements. Indeed, it does 
not seem likely that any of the powers will 
just now, in view of the unsettled state of the 
world, consent or dare to weaken themselves 
on the ocean. Our government has also been 
influenced by the fact that neither France nor 
Italy has ratified the naval treaties. 

So we seem to be back pretty much where 
we were before the conference assmbled. 
There will, it is said, be no scrapping by our 
government till other governments begin the 
work, and even then our government will be 
eareful not to move in advance of the others 
in reducing naval strength. — Indianapolis

Thirty airplanes 
are now engaged in daily service from London 
to The Hague, Berlin, Paris, Brussels and 
Cologne. According to the British air minis-

THE LOST GRAND DUKE 


HOSE familiar with the pomp and 

ceremony which hedged in the 
former court of Austria have always 
maintained that the tragic disappear- 
ance of Johann Salvator, archduke of 
Austria, prince of Hungary and grand 
ducal prince of Tuscany, cousin of 
Francis Joseph and son of Leopold II, 
was due as much to his radical tend- 
encies and the fact that he persisted 
in airing his views in print as to his 
infatuation for Ludmilla Stubel, the 
beautiful daughter of a Vienna shop- 
keeper. In furtherance of this opin- 
ion, they advance the unassailable evi- 
dence that Kaiser Wilhelm insisted 
upon the punishment of Archduke 
Johann when the latter urged an alli- 
ance between Russia and Austria in 
order to curb the threatened domi- 
nance of Germany in European poll- 
tics, 

Whatever the cause, the young arch- 
duke’s reaction to the discipline in- 
flicted by his royal cousin was to re- 
sign all his honors, strip himself of 
his titles, convert a large portion of 
his estate into cash, and, as the crown- 
ing insult to his relatives, to elope 
with Ludmilla Stubel, whom he had 
met incognito some months before. 
According to all available reports, 
there was no doubt of Ludmilla’s 
beauty, but a marriage between an 
archduke of the royal blood and the 
daughter of a poor shopkeeper was 
too much for the high-spirited Haps- 
burgs to swallow without a struggle. 
Johann, however, informed all who 
brought him messages from his titled 
kinsmen that he was no longer of the 
royal house—that he had renounced 
all his claims to the honors which 
were his by right of birth, and that 
herteforth he could be nothing more 
than Johann Salvator, a private citi- 
zen of the world. 

When it became known that he 
really intended carrying through his 
wild plan, even force was resorted to 
in order to prevent him from contract- 
ing what was recognized as a mesalll- 
ance, but he concealed his identity un- 
der the name of John Orth—the name 
which he had used in courting Lud- 
milla Stubel—and the pair were has- 
tily married, and then escaped to Lon- 
don. Here, still retaining his adopted 
name, the archduke chartered the bark 
Margharita, signed up a captain and 
crew and safled for South America, 
where the ship had formerly been en- 
gaged in the nitrate trade. 

The Margharita’s usual course was 


~between Buenos Alres and Valparaiso, 
‘and, after making several successful 


trips, she finally left the former port 


stigation of the Austrian government, 
nothing definite was ever heard of the 
ship or the niembers of the crew, 
though rumors that Archduke Johann 
had been seen at many times and in 
many places have\been current from 
that day to this. The most credible of 
these reports is that made by an offi- 
cial investigator of the Uruguay gov- 
ernment, who secured affidavits to the 
effect that the Margharita had put 
in at a lonely place on the coast 
of that country, where the name had 
been painted out and she had then 
sailed up the Uruguay river. “Orth,” 
the report stated, had then paid off his 
crew, and with the help of two or three 
of his intimate companions had set sall 
further in}snd—hbut here the trail was 
lost, never to be refound, 

During the Chilean war Archduke 
Johann was reported to be fighting on 
the side of the congressionalists, and, 
some ten yeas Jater, the son of the 
president of Argentina stated that he 
had made the trip from Buenos Aires 
to Cherbourg with a 
none other than the former archduke 
of Austria. In addition the lost grand 
duke has been “located” in California, 
has been ‘identified’ as Admiral Yama- 
gata of the Japanese navy, and was 
“recognized” by reputable witnesses in 
several engagements of the World war. 
Evidently the emperor of Austria never 
placed full credence in the story of 
his death, for in Francis Joseph’s will 
was a clause to the effect that the 
urchduke's estate of some $10,000,000 
was to be held intact until something 
definite was learned about his fate—a 
point upon which the memoirs of the 
former kaiser may eventually throw 
some light. Until this the mystery of 
the lost grand duke must remain as 
one of the unsolved riddles of history. 


Holiand’s Way. 

In several places the rivers in Hol- 
land make thetr entrances to the sea 
over extensive sand-beds, the water 
heing so shallow that large vessels 
cannot sail in it. Rather than remove 
the sand-beds, which were looked upon 
in olden times as a defense, since they 
then kept men-of-war at a distance 
the Dutch adopt the plan of sending 
out two large flat-bottomed craft to 
the small trading vessels that-wish 
to enter the harbor. Arrived on 
either side the ship, three pontoons. 
as they may he called are partially 
sunk by admitting water, and when 
their sloping sides are well under the 
hull of the ship to be carried, the 
water is pumped out, and they rise 
buoyantly with their burdens between 
them. Across the shallows they then 
bear it in triumph, and lower it gently 
into the deeper water of the harbor. 
With equal care the return journey 
is made when the merchantman ts 
ready to sall away.

You have worried about me no 
doubt but as my cable indicated 
I am alright. I haven't had any 
word from home for a month. Its 
now time for me ta be worried 
about you. 

Events have oceurred so rapid- 
ly that I can hardly realize that 
so much happened. A tragedy 
defying reason or imagination has 
taken place and is now making 
thousands of people homeless, 
helpless, and heart broken. I be- 
lieve it would be difficult to ex- 
aggerate the human suffering and 


suffering that we are seeing daily. 


It’s beyond comprehension, 

During the trouble at Smyrna, 
I was sent by the college and the 
Relief Committee to Boydja, a 
neighboring village of Paradise, 
to take charge of a Greek orphan: 
age, under the protection of the 
American flag. I couldn’t have 
been happier for 1 felt responsible 
for the lives of little children, 
more than three hundred of them. 
Something within me, too, gave 
me confidence that they would be 
protected and they were. The 
American flag means more to me 
now than ever before. It means 
life to me now. I was told that 
one Turkish soldier jerked on our 
flag as he passed beneath it. A 
fellow soldier reprimanded him, 
saying. ‘‘Put it up again, that’s 
the American flag.’’ 

Nearly ten days ago now Dr. 
Reed and TI left Smynra’ with 
nearly five hundred people, 
orphans ineluded, under our 
charge. Dr. Reed returned onthe 
same boat the same evening we 


arrived and I stayed to arrange 


locatién and responsibility | 

those who came with me. I have 
had some difficulty in aecomplish- 
ing my task quickly, Leaving 
Smynra in its catastrophic posi- 


times, we shall use revolutionary 
means if necessary and ask the 
governor-general to seize a build- 
ing.’

But I have dwelt too 
long on details. Before I leave 
the matter of the orphanage how- 
ever, I want to say that I have 
been thinking seriously of con- 
tinuing in the capacity of director 
of the orphanage.

29, contained two fire items. One from 


the state of Washington recorded the, 


death of a little crippled girl eight years 
old who was unable to leave her parents’ farm 
house when it burned. The other reported 
the death of six persons and injury of many 
more when 24 families were trapped by flames 
in a New York apartment. This is merely a 
sample of daily press reports as they appear 
in all parts of the United States. 

During the past five years published figures 
show approximately 75,000 men, women and 
children burned to death, 100,000 injured and 
property destruction of $1,672,722.677, 

Is it any wonder that ‘‘fire prevention 
week?’ is becoming a national feature recog- 
nized in all states? 

Training in fire prevention should not be 
confined to one week, it should be a daily 
course in every publie school in the land. 

Engender the idea of fire prevention in the 
minds of the children and in ten years the 
saving in human life and physical property 
would be enormous. 

Most fires are preventable. Then why not 
give more thought to this subject which 
touches every home, every industry and every 
individual in our country.

Cleaner Subways in Future 


O THOSE who are accustomed to do 
considerable traveling in the subways of 

various cities, it will be welcome news 

that a new ‘‘cyclone cleaner,’’ by means 
of which all dirt and dust is collected and the 
air is washed in one process, is said to have 
been successfully tested by the Brooklyn Rapid 
‘vansit*Company. The system is described as 
consisting of two subway cars, the first con- 
taining the blowers and air machinery and the 
second operating as the container car for the 
reception of the dirt and refuse and for the 
air filters and separators. It is claimed by 
the inventors that the operation of this system 
will not cost any more than the present in- 
adequate cleaning methods and that the run- 
ning of this cleaner twice a day through a sub- 
way would. keep it in a condition of cleanli- 
ness that has never been approached. The 
machine is said also to be adaptable to the 
clearing of roadways and streets of snow and 
dirt. One wonders whether there are not quite 
a number of other places aside from subways 
and streets in which such an invention could 
be most profitably utilized.

It is estimated that since January, 1921, 
150 miles. of this character of surfacing has 
been laid on top of hydraulic conerete pave- 
ments in California td save the base from de- 
struction. 

By adopting this policy thousands of miles 
of roads in these western states can be made 
{o give the maximum of service for the original 
investment in grade and base at a moderate 
cost for a wearing surface which makes an 
ideal road. 
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Would Introduce New System 


HE proposed water and power act would 
introduce a new system. It would be- 

come Article XIV-A of the constitution. 

Just as the breweries were protected in

“NUMBER 88” 


I’ the Potter’s field just outside 
the gloomy walls of the Asylum for 
the Criminally Insane at Mattewan, 
N. Y., there*is a headpiece which 
bears the number “88"—and, back of 
this simple inscription, is a story of 
identity concealed even in the face of 
the law’s most determined efforts 
which makes fiction appear pale and 
commonplace by comparison. 

All that is known of the early his- 
tory of “Mrs. Henrietta Robinson,” the 
palpably assumed name of the woman 
whose body rests beneath the num- 
bered headstone at Mattewan, is that 
she was of elther English or Canadian 
origin and that she came to Troy, N. 
Y., in 1851, being always well sup- 
plied with funds from a source which 
remained concealed even during the 
rigid investigation which followed her 
arrest on the charge of murder. 

Some months after “Mrs. Robinson” 

ed-in- Troy a strange and appar- 
ently inexplicable tragedy occurred. 
A merchant and a youfig woman who 
was living with his family dropped 
dead at the table. A post-mortem ex- 
amination showed that they had been 
poisoned and, despite the absence of 
motive, “Mrs. Robinson,” who had 
‘been present, was arrested, but re- 
fused to say a word even to her law- 
yer. 

To add to the air of mystery which 
surrounded the entire case, the de 
fendant insisted upon appearing in 
court shrouded in a heavy black veil 
which effectually concealed her fea- 
tures. All during the trial she sat, 
impassive and unmoved, apparently 
taking not.the slightest interest in the 
conduct of the proceedings.. When the 
state had concluded its case, a com- 
paratively filmsy structure of circum- 
stantial evidence, the counsel for the 
- defense arose and, admitting that he 
had not a shred of direct evidence to 
offer, introduced the plea of insanity. 

At the conclusion of the trial and 
before delivering his charge to the 
jury, the presiding judge called atten- 
tion to the fact that no one in the 
court had seen the defendant's face 
and requested “Mrs. Robinson” to lift 
her veil. 

Slowly and with great dignity she 
arose, but made no effort to comply 
with the court’s request. 

“I am here,” she stated, in a voice 
which penetrated to every corner of 
the crowded courtroom, “to undergo 
a most painful ordeal, not to be 
gazed at.” 

The request was not repeated and, 
after a deliberation of several hours, 
the jury returnéd a_ verdict of 
“Guilty” and the prisoner was sen- 
tenced to death—a decree which was 
later commuted to life imprisonment 
by order of the: governor, though not 
before “Mrs. Robinson” had made her 
one formal statement in the shadow 
of the gallows: 

‘When I am dead,” she declared, 
“all will die with me, I have prom- 
ised to be sllent, to die without be 
traying anything.” 

The first 18 years of her life sen- 
tence were passed in Sing Sing pen!- 
tentiary. She was then moved to the 
Auburn State Prison for the Insane, 
where she remained for 17 years, and 
finally to the Asylum of the Criminally 
Insane at Mattewan, where the woman 
of mystery finally died on May 4, 1905, 
after 52 years in prison. During all 
this time, however, she never wrote a 
letter nor spoke a werd, save to her 
lawyer who visited her at regular in- 
tervals and who admitted that his 
services hadbeen paid for by “certain 
influential personages” whom he was 
not at liberty to name. 

All that was known of “Henrietta 
Robinson” was that she played the 
organ at Sing Sing with the touch of 
a master musician and that she died 
as she had lived—in silence, utter and 
absolute, leaving as a heritage some 
of the most puzzling questions in the 
history of criminal proceedings: 

What was the woman's real name 
‘and where had she come from? 

. Had she poisoned the merchant and 


. hig young guest and, if so, with what 


motive? 

Why had she insisted upon conceal- 
{ng her face during the trial? 

If she were innocent, why did she 
refuse for more than half a century 
‘to make any plea for leniency? 

What did she mean by her state- 
ment that she “had promised to be

Who supplied the funds with whieh a 


the lawyer was paid?

A free balloon flight of 310 miles, 
followed by a rail’ journey of 350 
miles, a dash across country of sixty 
miles in a high-powered car, another 
balloon flight of 250 miles, all within 
a period of forty-one hours, without 
a wink of sleep, with a 225-mile trip 
on a lake steamer to wind up the 
week-end, made the combination that 
has earned for Van Orman the title 
of “Iron Man,’ states W. W. Christie 
of the Akron Vulcanizing Works, 
local Goodyear tire dealer.
